Mail service in this country 
has gone backwards about 50 


\ years in the past two or three ‘t 


years, 


Costs have steadily — in- 
creased, and service has steadi- 
ly decreased, until we have 
reached the point where many 
people would welcome the re- 
turn of the pony express riders 
who used to carry the mail 
through dust and storm and 
hostile Indians. 


Because it is a government 
monopoly, it-is huge, sprawling 
and utterly inefficient in a 
modern socity. No enterprising 
private business would put up 
‘with the incredible sloppiness 
of the present postal system. If 
gt did, the public would soon 
‘put it out of business. 


It’s rather a paradox to note 
that the liquor stores, which 
used to operate on a five-day 
‘week, are now open six days, 
plus Friday evenings, while 
postal service has been cut to 
five days and post offices close 
earlier. Apparently there's 
more profit in booze than publ- 
‘Je utilities for government. 

And that's what the postal 
Service is, or should be — a 
public utility, Wouldn’t we be 
in a fine state if hydro power, 
and the telephone service, and 
police and fire protection 
were lopped off on Friday, to 

' réecommence Monday -—— or 
' Muesday, if there were a Fed- 
eral holiday?

Our daughter lives in the 
city, 90 miles away. She 
doesn’t have a phone. If we 
write her on Monday, she gets 
letter Thursday or Friday. 
If there's something urgent, 
and we write Wednesday, 
there’s no guarantee she'll get 
it that week. 


So send her a wire! Suppose 
she’s not-at home. She doesn’t 
get the telegram until next 
day, or the next. If I were to 
drop dead, she might find out 
about ‘it a week after the fu- 
neral. It wouldn't bother me, 
in that condition, but it might 
upset her a bit. 


Today I checked at the local 
post office. Three mails a day 
#o out: If I send a letter to my 
father-in-law, 120 miles due 
west, here's the procedure. It 
goes due east for 35 miles, 
then southwest for 200 miles, 
southwest then nevthwest for 
120 miles. The shortest dis- 
tance between two points is a 
triangle, in post-office math. 


There is a good-sized town 
three miles away. A letter 
sent from there can, and usual- 
ly does, take two days to get 
here. You could walk it in 45 
minutes. Paradoxically, a col- 
league of mine writes his 
mother in England, and she 
gets the letter within 36 
hours. If this is efficiency, I’m 
all turned around somehow 

Granted, the postal workers 
were underpaid for years. 
though I'll witness that they 
were not overworked. ,I was 
employed in a post office dur- 
ing the Christmas rush and 
nobody was rushing that much. 

Pay them a decent ° wage, 
give them decent working con- 
ditions, but let’s have some 
blasted service. If the P.O. 
runs at a loss, pay it.

At present there is no cause for 
alarm. However, because of the na- 
tural occurrence of arsenic in the 
area, new )wells or other sources of 
underground ‘water supply should be 
checked for arsenic before being used j 
as drinking water. 

Surface water from the isolated 
section of the Moira River between 
Highway 7 and Moira Lake may ex- 
ceed the new guidelines but it is un- 
derstood that this water is not used 
for drinking water purposes to any 
extent, 


The water from Moira Lake shows 
a lower level of contamination and 
is considered acceptable for short- 
term summer cottage use. Again, for 
more protracted use, regular sampl- 
ing- should be instituted. The water 


of the Skootamatta and the Moira 
Rivers is not a cause for concern, al- 
though it will continue to be subject- 
ed to regular. protective surveillance.

With diseages of the heart and 
blood yessels producing more than 
chalf of all deaths inCafiada, it is 
obvious that an immense challenge 


faces medical scientists seeking to de- 


cide exactly. what is responsible for 
“hardening of the arteries’ (athéros- 
¢clerosis) and high blood pressure, the 
two leading causes of heart attack 
hee stroke. 

\Until these mechanisms are fully 
understood, paving the way for pre- 
vention or even cures, 15 there any- 
thing that can be done to reduce the 
toll of more than 75,000 lives yearly? 

The ahswer is yes, In this series of 
five articles, we will examine some of 
the presently available methods ot 
treatment and prevention advances 
that are saving hearts and lives as of

Let's begin with coronary artery 
disease, which includes heart attack 
and which kills about 48,000 people 
yearly in this country. In this cate- 
gory, a heart-saving development of 
profound importance has been the 
coronary care unit, now functioning 
in many Canadian hospitals but stul 
lacking in a great number. 

For those who survive heart attack 
long enough to make it to 4 hospital, 
coronary care service can mean the 
difference between life and death. In- 
hospital deaths following heart at- 
tacks cin be reduced by about 30 per 
cent, if patients get high-quality 
coronary care service rather than 
routine hospitalization. Some authori- 
ties believe that coronary care units 
have an ultimate potential of saving 
up to 5,000 lives yearly in this coun- 

In these special units, the heart's 
electrical activity iggwatched continu- 
ously, with an alarm system bring- 
ing trained personnel within seconds 
if there is any change in heart

temperature, respiration and blood 
pressure.

Governments like to shuffle 
Cabinets when Parliament isn’t 
silting, so new ministers have 
the opportunity to grasp their 
departments. before facing op- 
position questions in the Com- 
mons; hence summertime is 
Cabinet-shuffle time. 


Remember the predictions 
last. summer of a. major shuf- 
fle. I know that shuffle be- 
came only a minor two-step, 
hut this summer the odds do 
favor a major shake-up. 

When Parliamentary corre- 
spondents write Cabinet-shuf- 
fle stories, they seldom do so 
on the basis of a “leak.” The 
aecuracy of such ‘yarns with 
Ottawa ‘datelines can be 
gauged almost infalltbly on the 
experience and judgment of 
the writer.

‘The story is, thaf in the early days, 


|Jaying upwards of two hundred eggs. 
(The egg usually hatches in two 
weeks, depending upon weather con- 
ditions. This can be delayed in a cool, | 
wet, backwards season. | 

The larva, upon hatching, will at-' 
tack the leaves of alfalfa. This feed- | 
ling stunts the plants and produces — 
new growth below the tip, which in 
turn is eaten by the larva, leaving 
‘nothing but the woody fibre of the 
‘leaf veins. It usually takes twenty- 
nine to fifty-eight days for the weevil 
to pass through the larva stage. When 
the larvae are mature, they crawl to. 
the soil where they spin a net like a | 
a spindle cocoon. Here they pupate. 
The adult weevil emerges after about 
ten days and feeds for the rest of the | 
summer on.the dlfalfa plant and then 
goes into winter hibernation. 

Sound cutting management is the 
most important method of control. 
.The proper time to cut is early at the 
bud stage or just before first flower. 
If, however, twenty-five to fifty per 
‘cent of the upper third of the leaves 
show feeding damage, you should cut 
immediately. Use of insecticides will 
be required if the stand is not cut 
early. Check your second cutting. 
This is always essential. Usually the 
larvae will be shaken from the plants 
during harvesting. They will then die 
of desecration since they are not’ 


| 


protected from the sun by the alfalfa | 


plant, If, however, upon your inspec 


onable amount of injury, you imme- 
diately have to spray with an insecti- 
cide. 

| Should you resort to the use of 
| spraying for alfalfa .weevil control, 
three chemicals are available: Mala- 
thion, Carbaryl (Sevin) or Methozy- 
chlor. Check the recommendations on 
{the label for rate and usage of these | 
chemicals. 

With proper management, we can 
continue to grow alfalfa despite the |

There's something basically 
piggish about man. 

He wants to get his snout

When you look at the size of 
Canada, and then at the popu- 
lation figures, it's difficult to 
believe that Canadians feel 
they can’t get at the trough, 
that many of them feel like the 
rant of th. litter. Yet thou- 
sands do. 

Many of them feel, 2s the 
old rufal expression has it, 
that “they're suckipg the hind 
tit.” Tit is a short, but perfect- 
ly decent, synonym for teat. 
The hind one is the one the 
runt gets, if he gets any. 

This is rather a long-winded 
prelude to my -major proposi- 
tion: That thousands of city- 
dwellers are desperate to get 
away from it all, out of the 
smog and the concrete can- 
yons, into the wild green yon- 
der. 

For practical reasons, they 
must, in most cases, live in the 
city, or exist there. That's 
where they make a _ living, 
where their children will have 
the best schools, where their 
friends are. But they don't like 
it. 

Obvious solution Buy a 
summer cottage. Many do. 

But even there, one does not 
escape from the throngs, tha 
cramped feeling. Cottages are, 
mainly, stuck cheek by jowl. 
Boats and motorcycles in sum- 
mer, snowmobiles in winter, 
poll the air with stink and 
noise. Added hazards in winter 
are the roof breaking in under 
snow, and local hoodlums 
breaking in under booze. 

Also, for mary, the cost of a 
waterfront lot and cottage are 
simply out of reach. Have you 
tried to pick up a nicely-treed, 
sand-beach water lot - lately? 
Figure on $50 a foot for any- 
thing decent. Add a cottage, 
drill a well, pay taxes and, up- 
keep, and you have to be pret- 
ty well-heeled even to consider 
it. , 
Accordingly, many city deni- 
zens of modest means are buy- 
ing a chunk of land right in 
the country, anything from 10 
to 50 acres. In some areas 
within a couple of hours drive, 
one can still buy “land” for

$50 an acre. Thus, instead of 
socking $5,000 into a 100- 
foot water lot, you can have 
your own ten-acre empire for 
$500. 

European immigrants are 
$articularly interested in such) 
land, because they didn’t have 
a hope of buying an acre at 
home, «unless wealthy. : 

This land is usually sub-mar- 
marginal, or worse. But there 
seems to be a basic instinct to 
own some land, even though it 
won't grow anything but rocks 
and Christmas trees. Just to be 
able to pace around and say: 
“This is mine. Nobody can take 


‘it away from me.” And the 


sheer delight of posting “No 
Trespassing” signs around 
your domain! 

A man’s home used to be his 
castle. Now it’s his prison. But 
he can have an estate in the 
country. 

It’s an ideal set-up for a man 
with a young family. Prefera- 
bly he sould handy with 
tools. He can buy his chunk of 
junk and spend a couple of 
years just going up on week- 
ends and vacations, tenting 
and clearing a hole in the 
scrub brush for his shack. 

‘ anid if He’s smart, it will be, 
at first, just that — a shack. 
Never mind the three bed- 
rooms. Bang in some bunks. 
Never mind the big stone fire- 
place. Get a good wood stove. 

Over the years, he can add 
to the place, until, eventually, 
he will have a snug retirement 
home No traffic problems. No 
pollution. No punks. No peo- 
ple. Small tax bills A place to 
putter, to meditate, 

Sound silly? Maybe. But 
with the new leisure age creep- 
ing upon us, it makes more 
sense than taking on a huge 
mortgage at 10 per cent, 
which will be paid off cight 
years after you die. 

Ideally, the property would 
have a small stream loaded 
with fat trout, a deer run, huge 
patches of wild berries. Real- 
istically, it will be impossible 
to get water when you drill 
your well, the land will he 
infested by rattlesnakes or ro- 
dents, and smothered in net- 
tles and poison oak.

gine is in good condition and the hull 
dry, but how about those frayed 
mooring and anchor lines, the broken 
paddle that’s never been replaced, or | 
the old style lifejackets that haven't | 
been used or.even tested for years.

OTTAWA — An extremely 
weighty document — both in 
volume and content — has 
been produced by the Small 
committee which spent more 
than a year studying Canada’s 
future needs in a maritime 
force. 


One of those who should be 
taking a bow for the produe- 
tion of this highly seasoned 
study is youthful Keith Pen- 
ner, freshman Liberal 
from Thunder Bay, Ont. 

The report is a fresh look at 
an aspect of defence planning 
which has too long been locked 
into thinking 10 years out of 
date because those formulating 
much of the policy were the 
senior officers performing the 
current task, — 

You can’t blame the navy — 
or what used to be called the 
navy — for this. It’s long been 
a fault of Canadian defence 
planning that the users had too 
much say about the future. 

- Defence planning must first- 
ly be the result of applying 
future foreign policy aims. Ask 
the man who does the job ° 
right now, and he will under- 
standably ask for equipment 
that will do the same job bet- 
ter. 

But in defence planning, be- 
cause of the five year lag be- 
tween decision-making and 
putting a piece of hardware 
into service, that just isn’t 
good enough. 

The role of the Canadian 
Armed Forces is changing, and 
the equipment must change 
with it. : 

I can tick off at least 50 
naval friends who will shed 
bitter tears over the Penner 
Committee's advice that Can- 
ada should stop building de- 
stroyers and other bigger 
ships. 

Many naval officers, reared 
in the proud tradition of the 
excellence of Canadian anti- 
submarine techniques, wil! 
gnash their ‘salty teeth at the 
thought of sealing down that 
unique capability. 

But is anti-submarine war- 
fare going to be that vital to 
Canada in the late 1970s? 
Should we instead be looking 
to protect our _own interests? 
Can we afford to do both? 

The Penner Conimittee 
rightly concludes it would be 
foolish to try and switch roles . 
for the maritime forces over 
night, but on virtually every 
page is the message that we

should be looking to our home 
rei the Arctic in particu- 
Aar. 

The report asks that most 
new equipment purchases be 
made in future with an eye to 
the unique needs of Canada in 
the Arctic. We need systems to 
make sure our proud declara- 
tions of sovereignty are mean- 
ingful. We need a means of 
policing. the tough anti-pollu- 
tion measures the government 
has decreed for the north. 

Right now we haven't got 
the equipment to do the job, 
and this is the first document 
pointing us in the right direc- 
tion to get it. Unlike other’ past 
suggestions for new equi 
ment, this one even says wh 
the money will be found. 

The present budget should 
be enough, if it’s ré-channelled 
correctly, says the report. 

If the committee's advice is 
followed, Canada will have a 
capable armada of surveillance 
aircraft, keeping regular tabs 
on all waters under Canadian 
jurisdiction, combined with a 
surface fleet of fast smaller 
ships which will be able to 
intercept those who violate Ca- 
nadian laws. 

The committee asks for. nu- 
clear submarines which can 
best perform the policing role 
in the ice-bound Arctic, and 
wants them complemented with 
an ocean bed system of listen- 
ing devices. Members. were 
careful to say that cost effec- 
tiveness should be thoroughly 
investigated before decisions 
are made. 

Reading the committee re- 
port was an encouraging and 
refreshing exercise, because it 
so pointedly demonstrated the 
value of a fresh approach. 

The problem with some of 
the fresh approaches that have 
been taken on the Canadian 
Armed Forces in the past has 
been the lack of  follow- 
through. Paul Hellyer unified 
the armed forces and tailored 
their equipment to a specific 
role. Today that role has gone 
out the window — the value of 


much of the equipment select- — 


ed went with the role, 

Now if only we can get a 
committee like that working 
on the land and air elements of 
the forces. Then we'd only 
need to find a government that 
would pick a role for the forces 
which wouldn't have to he 
switched. ae

Canadians was the Indianapo- 
lis 500, stock cars, and the 
Grand Prix in Europe. 

No. sport has made a faster 
climb in popularity than the 
noisy car races that annualty 
draw more fans in North 
America than amy sport except 
horse racing. 

And no sport has been 
shunned more by the press in 
this country, ridiculed on radio 
and television and. lambasted 
as a sport thal “‘maims and 
kills.” Many papers in Western 
Qanada, es late as 1965, rele- 
gated. anything on car racing to 
the news pages. The sports edi- 
tors figured car events were 
not sport. Yet these same edi- 
tors regularly filled . their 
pages with such “sports’ .as 
the weekly wrestling card at 
the arena and 29 cribbage 


hands. 


In 1961, sports car racing 
arrived in a big way in Canada 
with the opening of the Mos- 
port track, 60 miles northwest 
of Toronto. A crowd of 40, 
000 paid to see England’s 
Stirling Moss win the Player's 


200. The size of the turnout - 


made Ontario newspapers sit up 
and take notice. Two years lat- 
er, an even bigger throng —~ in 
excess of 58,000 —— turned up 
Zor the third annual Player's 
200 and 500 members of the 
press applied for credentials. 

Subsequent track construc- 
tions in Quebec at Mont Trem- 
blant and in apport at Edmen- 
ton, fuarantted . continued 
krowth in interest across the 
country. 

Despite the success ‘at the 
gate,.the sport has continually 
had to fight a bad press. Since 
ports car racing is “riding the 
edge between victory and dis- 
aster,’ accidents do ‘happen. 
And when a car is traveling in 
excess of 150 miles per hour, 
accidents can mean fatalities. 

Such great drivers as Jimmy 
Clark and Bruce McLaren were 
killed, yet both were consid- 
ered “safe” drivers. In car rac- 
ing, ‘safe’ can only mean a 
driver who has the ability, plus 


the good sense, to avoid need- 


less risks. If something me- 
chanical fails at high speed, 
the hest driver in the world 
can’t avoid an accident. 


Recently, we heard an open- 


line radio program. The host 
admitted at the start that he 
was not a sports car fan, then 
proceeded to be an expert for

his liste@ers. He repeated the 
old chestnut that the dnly rea- 
son people ge to sports car 
races is to see someone killed. 
Several people who phoned in 
agreed with him on this claim, 
and many more deplored the 
glorification of speed, 

Certainly in this age of roék- 
¢ts and trips te the moon, 180 
mph on a race circuit is hardly 
fast. The ‘Indianapolis 500 
weuld take a rocket less than 
two minutes to finish. 

As for the “thrill” element, 
we doubt if anyone could claim 
that 300,000 go to Indianapo- 
lis to see death — or that 
50,000 go to Mosport in the 
hope of seeing an accident. 

In fact, when Dave Mac- 
Donald and Eddie Sachs were 
killed in that fiery crasiiysever- 
al years ago at Indy, the crowd. 
was silent the rest of the race. 

We agree that the danger of 
accidents can help bring out 
the crowd for sports car rac- 


ing. It is the danger.that the © 


average* motorist can. appre- 
ciate; to see a car travel 
through tight quarters at high 
speed takes skill. 

Retired motor racing great 
Stirling Moss once explained: 
“If there wasn't a chance I 
would be. killed, I wouldn’t 
race. If I knew it was safe 
regardless what 1 did, there 
would be no challenge. I might 
zs well try marbles.” 

Moss was quick to point gut: 
that he didn’t. have a death- 
wish, but rather that the chal- 
lenge was heating death. by 
knowing when you. have 
reached the highest possible 
speed for a particular stretch 
of the road. 

The uccidents happen’ when. 
some unknown factor such as 
mechanical failure, oil on the 
truck, or a driver’s error takes 
place. Then, vreat skill is need- 
ed to prevent a fatal accident. 

Car racing, in my book, is 
thé most thrilling sport in the 
world for about 15 minutes — 
10 minutes before a race, the 
start and the first five min- 
utes. After that, my interest 
starts to wane. 

But those 1§ swiinytes are 
more than worth the price of 
admission. No thrill in the 
world matches the start of the 
600, sitting in 
the stands on the first turn

LOT SIZES 

The lots average a 100-foot lake | 
front and 350-foot depth, which Mr.

“We think it’s unusually well-plan- 
ned and well-developed”, he said. 
“These. measures are partly for pollu- 
tion purposes and party just to re- 
tain the wilderness atmosphere”. 

He ‘said: the cottage lots were for | 
people who wanted to get away from | 
the smoke and pollution of the cities, 
and it would be defeating the purpose | 
to then allow the lakes to be polluted. | 

“We feel there's nothing wrong | , 
with people owning property on lakes, | 
provided it doesn't spoil the natural 
beauty of the lake region”, said Mr. 
Bowes. 

“Personally, I. suspect the pollution | 
issue is being used by groups that | 
just don’t want cottage development”. 

Mr. Bowes said that neither of the 
Toronto newspapers contacted him 
nor any official of his staff about 
the development, and that, he was 
told, none of the Prent faculty involv- 
ed in the study were approached. 
TRENT STUDY 

In a letter to Mr. Bowes following 
one of the news stories, Dr. Carlisle 
assured him that the Trent study 
group was not along to watch the 
Jake ‘die’. 

“T cannot see that under the sort 
of responsible development which 
your company proposes there can be 
the slightest risk of any pollution”, 
wrote the biologist.
